It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

The attorneys and examiner discussed whether the proposed amendment could be entered after final rejection. After 
the attorneys pointed out that the new "master control module" limitation had already been in claim 11, the examiner 
agreed that such an amendment could be entered. 

The attorneys and examiner also discussed the distinctions between the claimed invention and the Rierden et ai. 
reference. The examiner believes that Rierden's directory data server performs all of the functionality of the claimed 
request handler, but that while the X-Ref server performs similar functionality as the claimed master control module, it 
fails to perform the 'prompting the assigned database server to load a database corresponding to the database request' 
step. 

The attorneys will file an amendment and arguments highlighting the distinctions between the claimed invention and 
the Rierden et al. reference. Upon receipt and entry of the amendment, the examiner will perform an additional prior 
art search. 
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
